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Giril Cudina, Esteban Darazdi, and Francisco Radic are Croat immigrants in 
Argentina who are revorted to be members of the Communist Party of Argentina 
{Partido Comunista Argentino, PCA). 


viril dina is 55 years old and a Groat national. After arriving in 
Argentina in 1947, he served under Branko Benzon as an informer for the 
Argentine police.* Since 199 Cudina has been in Comodoro Rivadavia, where 
he was first employed as chief of personnel for the Lafosse enterprise, and 
subsequently in the same capacity for Shell Mex-Argentina, Lid., the posi- 
tion he holds at-present. In Comodoro Rivadavia he is serving as an agent 
of the PCA, under the direction of Swager (fnu), an engineer.** Cudina is 
also said to contact one Jose Uremovic, a Croat national. who is employed by 
ohell Mex-Argentina, Ltd., and who makes frequent trips between Comodoro 
Rivadavia and Buenos Aires. 


Esteban Darazdi was born in 1905 in Dakovo, Croatia, of Hungarian ancestry. 
He has been affiliated with the Communist Party since his youth, first in 
Belgrade, and later in Argentina, where he emiprated in 1926, During 1932- 
1934 Darazdi was an active worker in the Argentine trade unions. He is now 
employed as a foreman in the federal tanning plant, located on Calle 
Gurruchaza 254, Buenos Aires, where he is said to be the principal Communist 
agitator among the workers, with his influence extending even to the trade 
union leaders, Darazdi is a man of limited mental capacity and is very 
loyal to the Communist doctrine. He is darkehaired, 5' 10" tell, and weighs 
about 190 pounds, His wife's maiden name was Teresa Katic. 


Francisco Radic was born in 1908 in Split, Dalmatia, He is a Croat national 
‘who arrived in Argentina in 1926, where he subsequently amassed a fortune. 
It, is said that during World War II he put his fortune at the disposal of 
Tito but is still in comfortable economic circumstances. At present Radic 
is a beer distributor for the Mayo Brewery in Buenos Aires. He distributes 
beer to six or seven bars in Dock Sud, the water~front district of Buenos 
Aires. In that area there are about 6,000 Croats from Dalmatia whom Radic 
is able to reach through his business contacts. Using his trucks fer trans- 
portation, he organizes picnics for the purpose of winning converts to 
Gommunism through lectures and distribution of Communist literature. Radic 
is 6' tall, weighs 198 pounds, and has a robust appearance, He is married 
and lives at Calle Leandro N. Alem 1362, Dock Sud. He is a nephew of 
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Dr. Vicko Krstulovic, former Yugoslav Minister of Labor in the Tito government.

Comment. Source reported in March 1951 that a Juan Schwager, 
probably identical with Swager (fnu), had been discharged from two con= 
struction projects in Comodoro Rivadavia early in 1951 because. of pro= 
Communist activities there, Schwager was first employed as chief construc- 
tion engineer by Dorignac, So Re Le, a Buenos Aires firm owned by Lafosse 
(fnu) and Espinosa (fnu). Dorignac is possibly the Lafosse enterprise for 
which Cudina worked. Schwager was subsequently employed by an American 
firm doing construction work for Ferrocarrilera, a cement plant in 
Comodoro Rivadavia. Among Schwager's Russian friends in Comodoro Rivadavia 
are Kiseljev (fn), Dr. Tatarow (fnu), Salay (fnu), and Alexander 
Makoschenko, According to source, Schwacer is a Czech who speaks Russian 
and Spanish, His son is also an engineer, having completed: his #wtudles 
in the United States, 
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
